The  Area  of  the  District  is  6,183  acres. 
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Population. 

The  population  of  the  District  at  the  1921  census  was 
7,380.  The  present  population  estimated  by  the  Registrar 
General  for  1925  is  8,142.  An  increase  of  over  1,000  in  the 
last  five  years.

The  illegitimate  birth-rate  was  ’9  per  1000  of  population. 

The  average  birth-rate  for  the  five  vears  from  1921-1925 
equals  26 ‘8  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  “natural  increase”  by  excess  of  births  over  deaths 
during  the  year  was  147. 

In  comparison  with  other  Urban  Districts  the  birth-rate 
of  Warsop  continues  to  be  high,  although  it  has  decreased 
during  the  last  ten  years. 

Deaths  and  Death-Rate. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  persons  belonging  to  the  District 
which  took  place  during  the  year  was  71  (32  Male  and  39 
Female). 
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The  death-rate  was  8  7  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  average  death-rate  for  the  last  five  years  was  9*2. 

The  death-rate  in  the  District  has  gradually  dropped 
during  the  last  ten  years  from  about  14  per  1000  of  population.

Water. 

The  water  is  obtained  from  a  well  at  Bradmer  Hill  in  the 
Council’s  District,  sunk  in  the  Bunter  beds  to  a  depth  of 
approximately  160  feet.  The  water  is  pumped  into  a  Reservoir 
adjacent  to  the  well.  The  Waterworks  were  constructed  by 
the  Council  in  1903-4  and  the  headings  extended  in  1924. 
The  water  is  of  excellent  quality  and  the  supply  is  constant 
and  satisfactory,  and,  at  the  present  time,  adequate.  The 
whole  of  the  dwellinghouses  in  the  District  with  the  exception 
of  a  few  outlying  houses  and  the  houses  of  the  New  Hucknall 
Colliery  Co.’s  Village  near  their  Welbeck  Colliery  are  supplied 
from  the  public  mains.  The  houses  near  the  Welbeck  Colliery 
obtain  their  supply  from  a  well  belonging  to  the  Company, 
which  is  in  every  respect  satisfactory. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

There  is  no  evidence  of  pollution  of  any  river  or  stream 
in  the  Area. 

Drainage,  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

The  sewage  from  the  Area  is  dealt  with  by  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  in  Netherfield  Lane  and  Broomhill  Lane. 

The  original  Sewage  Disposal  Works  were  constructed 
in  1908,  were  designed  to  deal  with  sewage  for  an  estimated 
population  of  5000,  and  consisted  of  two  settling  tanks  and 
two  filter  beds.  The  establishment  of  the  Welbeck  Colliery 
Village  caused  substantial  increase  in  population  and  in  1924 
the  Sewage  Works  were  extended  to  cope  with  the  demand. 
The  extension  was  completed  during  1925,  and  consists  of  two 
additional  settling  tanks  and  two  filter  beds.  A  large  sewage 
tank  with  pumping  plant  adjacent  to  Netherfield  Lane  was 
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installed  together  with  a  pumping  main  and  gravity  main  to 
deliver  the  sewage  from  Welbeck  Colliery  Village  to  the  Sewage 
Works  at  Broomhill  Lane.  57,931,000  gallons  of  sewage 
were  dealt  with  during  the  year.  The  Sewage  Disposal  Works 
are  now  sufficient  for  present  needs  and  will  be  adequate  for  a 

few  vears  to  come.

The  sewers  and  drains  within  the  District  are  adequate 
except  in  cases  of  heavy  storms,  when  properties  in  certain 
parts  of  the  District  are  liable  to  be  flooded.  Steps  are  under 
consideration  for  abating  this. 

Scavenging. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out 
by  a  Contractor  :  the  Council  do  not,  howeves,  undertake  the 
emptying  of  cesspools.

Th  ere  are  8  fish  frying  establishments  in  the  District. 
The  above  establishments  are  subject  to  inspection  twice 
weekly  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

There  are  a  number  of  houses  let  in  lodgings  in  the 
District,  but  these  are  rapidly  becoming  occupied  by  one  tenant 
only  as  new  houses  are  erected.  Constant  supervision  is  kept 
on  these  premises  hut  there  are  no  bye-laws  in  force  for  their 
control. 

There  are  no  underground  sleeping  rooms  in  the  District. 
Schools. 

All  the  Schools  in  the  District  are  in  reasonable  sanitary 
condition,  and  in  every  case  the  drainage  of  the  same  is 
connected  to  the  public  sewer.  No  action  has  been  necessary 
with  regard  to  drainage. 

During  the  year  the  Schools  have  been  disinfected 
throughout  as  a  precautionary  measure  on  two  occasions.

HOUSING. 

1.  General  conditions  in  the  Area. 

2.  Overcrowding. 

In  the  course  of  routine  inspections  4  cases  of  legal 
overcrowding  were  found  to  be  existent,  these  were  all  abated 
after  informal  notice  to  the  tenants  had  been  served,  and  the 
sub-tenants  have  found  accommodation  in  new  houses  at 
Welbeck  New  Village. 

3.  Fitness  of  Houses. 

The  greater  number  of  the  houses  in  the  District  are  of 
the  working-class  type,  with  an  average  of  6  rooms,  including 
the  scullery. 

In  the  newer  type  of  house  bathrooms  are  provided. 

The  general  characters  of  defects  in  the  older  houses  are 
damp  walls,  low  ceilings,  lack  of  through  ventilation,  and  in 
some  cases,  want  of  sinks. 

In  the  new  houses  there  are  the  usual  defects,  e.g.,  leaking 
roofs,  defective  gutters,  defective  pointing,  broken  floors, 
broken  sash-lines,  &c.  Most  of  the  houses  have  been  found 
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to  be  provided  with  efficient  dampcourses,  and  any  dampness 
found  has  been  invariably  due  to  defects  in  the  roofs,  gutters, 
rainwater  pipes,  pointing  of  the  walls  and  reveals,  and  soil 
above  dampcourses. 

In  most  instances  defects  in  floors  can  be  traced  to  wood 
chopping  on  the  floors  concerned,  and  in  a  few  cases,  in 
bedroom  floors  especially,  have  been  due  to  dry-rot. 

There  are  numerous  cases  of  neglect  on  the  part  of  tenants, 
largely  due  to  ignorance,  and  wherever  possible  tenants  have 
been  advised  verbally  as  to  their  responsibilities. 

General  Action  taken  as  regards  Unfit  Houses  under 

(a)  The  Public  Health  Act.  Informal  action  in  respect 

of  3  houses,  and  defects  remedied. 

(b)  The  Housing  Acts.  Particulars  of  inspections  and 

informal  action  are  set  out  upon  a  special  sheet 
contained  in  this  report. 

The  inspection  of  the  District  under  the  Housing  Acts 
was  not  commenced  until  late  in  the  year,  and  lists  of  defects 
were  sent  to  all  persons  concerned.  Repairs  arising  from 
these  are  now  in  progress. 

The  Housing  Inspector  is  in  constant  touch  with  the 
Owners  and  Agents,  and  the  general  principle  adopted  is  to 
get  outside  repairs  completed  first,  especially  in  the  case  of 
defective  roofs,  etc. 

A  constant  watch  is  kept  on  dirty  and  neglectful  tenants 
which  has  resulted  in  a  great  improvement  in  the  condition  of 
some  of  the  premises  concerned, 

A  sufficient  and  pure  water  supply  is  available  to  all 
houses  in  the  District,  and  in  the  newer  portions  of  the  District 
water-closets  are  provided  ;  particulars  of  closet  accommodation 
appear  on  a  following  sheet. 
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During  the  year  circulars  were  distributed  to  all 
householders  requesting  them  to  burn  all  vegetable  matter  as 
far  as  possible,  and  this  resulted  in  a  considerable  diminution 
of  trouble  with  flies  during  the  summer  especially. 

Extra  ventilation  has  been  provided  to  a  number  of  worn 
out  houses  in  one  part  of  the  District,  but  these  houses  do  not 
lend  themselves  to  any  structural  alteration  and  will  be  dealt 
with  as  new  houses  are  built. 

There  are  a  number  of  houses  in  the  District  with  brick 
built  standing  ashpits,  and,  until  it  is  possible  to  abolish  these., 
they  are  kept  in  reasonable  repair. 

Bye-Laws  relating  to  Houses,  Houses  let  in  Lodgings, 
Tents,  Vans,  Sheds,  etc. 

There  are  no  Bye-laws  in  force  in  the  District  relating  to 
houses  let  in  lodgings,  or  to  tents,  vans  and  sheds. 

Some  informal  action  has  been  taken  by  the  Inspector 
dealing, with  caravans,  and  the  migratory  type  of  caravan 
dweller  seldom  stays  above  one  night  in  the  District. 

There  are  8  stationary  caravans  in  the  District,  and  these 
are  supplied  with  water  and  proper  means  of  drainage  and 
closet  accommodation. 

78  new  houses  were  completed  in  the  District  during  the 
year. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  was  appointed  Officer  for  the 
Inspection  of  Dwellinghouses,  by  Resolution  of  the  Council  at 
a  meeting  held  on  Monday,  December  14th,  1925.

Meat. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  is  the  Officer  appointed  by  the 
Council  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  necessary  inspection  of 
carcases,  etc.,  under  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations  1924. 

He  is  the  holder  of  the  Certificate  of  the  Royal  Sanitary 
Institute  qualifying  him  to  act  as  an  Inspector  of  Meat  and 
other  Foods. 

All  slaughterhouses  are  visited  as  often  as  possible  during 
the  hours  of  slaughtering,  and  always  after  this  process  for 
post-mortem  examination  of  carcases. 

The  Council  have  no  arrangements  for  the  marking  of 
carcases,  neither  would  any  appear  to  be  necessary. 

Particulars  of  meat  inspection  work,  etc.,  are  appended.

Other  Foods. 

The  Inspector  visits,  on  an  average,  all  foodshops  and 
food  stores  in  the  District,  twice  weekly,  occasionally  more 
frequently. 

Hawkers  carts  and  barrows,  etc.,  are  inspected,  also  ice 
cream  retailers  carts  and  premises  are  subject  to  very  close 
supervision. 

At  the  large  shops  very  little  irregularity  occurs  and 
sanitary  conditions  generally  are  good,  but  with  the  small 
retailers,  who  are  generally  persons  who  open  a  shop  in  the 
parlour  of  the  dwelling-house,  special  care  is  necessary.  Up 
to  the  present  no  difficulty  has  been  sustained  in  carrying  out 
the  work  of  food  inspection,  and  action  regarding  sanitary 
conditions  has  not  been  necessary. 

There  are  3  Bakehouses  in  the  District,  and  the  general 
sanitary  condition  of  these  is  kept  up  to  the  required  standard. 
The  Inspector  has  visited  these  premises  on  70  occasions 
during  the  year. 

The  total  number  of.  inspections  of  shops  and  other 
foodstores  during  the  year  was  2,738. 
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The  total  amount  of  unsound  meat  surrendered  during 
the  year  was  6321bs.  6ozs.  The  Council  have  no  means  of 
incinerating  condemned  meat,  but  an  arrangement  has  been 
arrived  at  with  a  firm  of  manure  manufacturers,  and  all  meat 
will  be  incinerated  in  future. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Action  under  these  is  taken  by  the  County  Council. 

Pigs  kept  at  Private  Dwellings. 

Under  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations  1924, 
pigkeepers  were  warned  of  the  necessity  of  giving  notice  to 
the  Officer  of  the  Local  Authority  prior  to  slaughter,  and  96 
carcases  of  pigs  slaughtered  at  private  houses  were  inspected 
under  the  Regulations  during  the  vear. 

Prevalence  of,  ana  Control  over.  Infectious 
Diseases. 

Notifiable  Diseases  (other  than  Tuberculosis)  during 

the  Year  1925. 

The  most  prevalent  diseases  during  the  year  were  chicken 
pox  and  scarlet  fever.  These  cases  (with  the  exception  of  two 
cases  of  scarlet  fever)  were  isolated  in  their  own  homes. 

The  cases  of  small-pox  were  removed  to  the  Nottingham 
City  Isolation  Hospital,  the  houses  were  disinfected  and 
contacts  were  vaccinated.  These  cases  were  introduced  into 
the  District  from  Mansfield. 

As  to  the  cases  of  Enteric  Fever,  one  was  infected  in  its 
own  home  ;  no  source  of  infection  was  traced.  The  other  was 
a  victim  of  ice-cream  eaten  at  Blackpool. 

9  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  8  cases  of  other 
Tubercular  Diseases  were  reported.  4  deaths  from  Tubercular 
Diseases  were  recorded. 
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The  death-rate  per  1000  of  population  for  all  forms  of 
Tuberculous  diseases  was  0'49,  and  again  proved  most  fatal 
of  the  notifiable  infectious  diseases.

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
personally.

Direct  application  of  formalin  to  infected  surfaces  by 
sp  raver. 

Fumigation  bv  means  of  gasification  of  formalin  tablets. 

Direct  application  of  Izal  to  infected  surfaces. 

Use  of  Izalised  steam  with  “  Zai  ”  disinfector. 

In  all  cases  of  notified  infectious  disease  the  persons  in 
attendance  on  the  patient  are  supplied  with  Izal  and 
disinfectant  soap  free  of  charge  by  the  Council. 
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Bedding  is  removed  for  steam  disinfection  on  the  order  of 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.
